This second 
study, written by the author as a private 
citizen and not at government request, en- 
larges on theories, analyses, and proposals for 
the maintenance of employment that was 
named as one of the three assumptions for 
the plan for social security. It does not deal 
with the demobilization period; it is limited 
to suggesting the structure of peacetime in- 
dustry. Primarily a British study, but valu- 
able for economic study in any industrialized 
nation.

The collection is a nostalgic review 
of the early years of the motor age, and is 
valuable and entertaining as social history.

The author discusses the booktrade—publish- 
ing, copyrights, reprints—as a background, 
considers the importance of American mag- 
azines, surveys the widespread reading of 
American humor, analyzes Longfellow’s pop- 
ularity, and summarizes English critical re- 
ception and the influence of American writers 
on English authors. Readable, but primarily 
for specialists in literary history or those con- 
cerned with Anglo-American relations.

In 
conclusion the author advocates founding an 
American journal for genuine scholarly criti- 
cism, rather than superficial reviewing, and 
suggests bases for judgment. His comments 
on literature in general are as trenchant as 
those on literary criticism. Art and music 
criticism are also discussed. Provocative mate- 
rial, strongly and clearly presented. Origi- 
nally given as the Messenger lectures at Cor- 
nell university.

Beginning with the 
Spanish scouts of 1769, who were the first 
white men to arrive, the story continues 
through the coming of the Catholic mission- 
aries, later still, English, Italian, and Scotch 
settlers, and finally Americans from the East. 
For all these the valley remained, until mod- 


ern irrigation, a source of alternating plenty . 


and starvation. The author’s tone on racial 
and labor aspects will indicate to some read- 
ers a degree of negative prejudice.

Descriptive 
sections on main geographic areas, a full treat- 
ment of both good and bad aspects of pro- 
tectorates, as exemplified in his own country, 
lead into a discussion of democratic ideals as 
expressed in the Atlantic charter and of the 
necessity of an early application of these. 
Only thereby, the author pleads, can Africa 
develop out of her ancient cultural heritage 
toward the fulfillment of her destiny as a vital 
part of a modern world community.

The character of a group of people and of a 
way of life are authentically revealed in char- 
coal portraits done by a man who now lives 
in the Ozarks. Most of the studies are of old 
people. Each illustration is full page, with a 
facing text that records the comments of the 
subjects or of the artist about Ozark life. The 
artist is largely self-taught; his work is often 
stiff and almost childlike so that the value of 
the book is not in its artistic merit but in its 
absolutely sincere portrayal, without senti- 
ment or caricature, of the Ozarkians.
